WASHINGTON — If the supreme 


court only holds off long enough il per- 
haps won't matter so much -whether 
it throws out the unemployment in- 
surance section of the social security 
act. 


Knough federal pressure is being ap- 


plied so that within a reasonable time 
it might be expected all states will 
have unemployment insurance acts in 
force of a nature satisfactory to the 
federal social security board. When 
that time comes there will be no real 
ncotl of the federal act except lo hold 
the stales in line. 


The supreme court hasn't been asked 


yel U> pass on the federal act. but th-it 
undoubtedly will come in the course of 
months.

It goes into the general 
fund for building roads or for any 
other governmental purpose. But il is 
provided that the employer can de- 
duct from his federal tax whatever he 
pays to the state for unemployment 
insurance, except that he may not 
deduct, more than UO per cent of the 
federal lax. 


Thus the employer as well as the em- 


ployes will be under pressure lo have 
tjic stale enact an unemployment law 
so the employes can gel the benefit. 
With a slate act, the employes get the 
revenue. Without, they lost all.

WASHINGTON—Tlie supreme court, 


in its quiet way, has reminded the 
country that amending the constitu- 
tion may invite an awesome backfire. 


Amendment 21, prohibition repeal, 


gave dry states a way out by providing 
that no intoxicating liquor could be 
transported into any stale "in viola- 
tion of the laws thereof." 


Now that sounds simple. 
It was 


.simple, in Ihe minds of congress and 
framers of the amendment. The idea 
was that any state wishing to remain 
dry while the rest of the country was 
wet could simply outlaw liquor and the 
federal government would be bound lo 
assist in keeping liquor out.

FFICIALLY, the Social Security Act clocs not affect private pension 
plans at all. If a company has a pension plan of its own, the act docs 


not forbid the concern to continue it.' 


tome companies may nol wish lo pay the full cost of a private pen- 


sion plan in addition to taxes levied by the Social Security Act. In s-> 
far as the Social Security Act is concerned, the employer has the right 
to cancel his private plan. 


If the monthly payments under the private plan are no higher than 


the monthly benefits under the Federal Old Age Benefits plan of the So- 
cial Security Act, workers will not suffer by such cancellations. If the 
private plan payments are higher, and the employer wishes, he can fit 
his private plan into the federal program by reducing the amount of his 
private contributions without slopping them entirely.

Suction Devices Helpful in Ridding Sinuses of 


Infectious Material

Whenever infectious matter is pres- 


ent in the body, the first step is to let 
it out. It is hard to get infected ma- 
terial out of the sinuses, but there are 
various devices with which this can 
be accomplished without too much 
pain. 


Solutions of various drugs may be 


used to shrink the membranes of the 
nose, so that the fluid can flow more 
easily out of the sinuses. 


Various forms of suction apparatus 


have been developed. The physician 
may place the opening of the tube near 


ing sinus. 


There are other instances in which 


the infection has extended from the 
sinus to the eustaehian tube and then, was

Sometimes, however, the infections 


are .so serious that surgical operation 
on the sinuses is necessary. In older 
people, when the antrums or sinuses in 
the side of the nose are involved, it 
may be necessary to remove all infect- 
ed teeth in relationship to these sinuses 
and to clean out the infected bone at 
the roots of the teeth.

But equally it may have 
been his conception that legislation 
that is unconstitutional when enacted 
by the. federal congress may be con- 
stitutional under slate enactment. 


Roberts wrote the decision upset- 


ting AAA in which it was held that 
legislation governing certain aspects of 
the welfare of agriculture was a slate 
domain, not federal. The same con- 
sideration may have swayed him in the 
New York unemployment compensa- 
tion case.

California, or any other state, now may 
protect its liquor industry under an 
amendment which was intended to 
help smash the industry in dry stales. 


Labor Fears Boomerang 


Often cited is the 14th amendment 


prohibiting any state from depriving 
"any person of life, liberty or property, 
without due process of law." It was 
intended to protect negroes after they 
were freed from slave plantations. Yet 
under the widespread wing of the 
protectice "due process" clause has 
grown a corporate structure of-tremen- 
dous proportions. 


Even labor, most eager for legisla- 


tive social remedies, is reputedly in a 
turmoil over how to phrase an amend- 
ment to get around an obstacle found 
by the supreme court. Labor wants 
federal assurance of job security. But 
some leaders are asking, can an amend- 
ment do this and not nt the same time 
be used to coerce labor, or perhaps 
prevent a workman changing jobs on 
the grounds it would upset the bal- 
ance of employment?
